VOTED CONFIDENCE

Ottawa, January 15. — (?) — The 
government of Premier MacKenzie 
King was given a vote of confidence 
in the house of commons early this 
morning. The victory was won by a 
majority of three. 

The vote on the conservative amend- 
ment of non-confidence was for: 120, 


and against, 123. 

The only known absentee in the 
house, when the. voting began, was 
Alex Chaplin, conservative, who is ill. 
The French members chanted “Alou- 
ette” with the custemary ritual, while 
the house waited for the signal to com- 
mence voting. After the voté was an- 
nounced, the house adjourned until 
Monday. 

The balloting was carried out amid 
seenes of the wildest excitement. Five 
progressives voted with the conserva- 
tives, headed by Arthur Meighen. As 
the figures were announced by the 
clerk, both the liberals and conserva- 
tives rose, cheering frantically, and 
flinging paper in the air in their ex- 
citement,

months. Chile’s admission of criminal

WOMAN COULD NOT

LAWYER DECLARES 


Defense Vigorously Op- 
poses Admission of Tes- 
timony Given by Assit 
tant Solicitor. 


ALSO IS ADMITTED 


Court Today Will Re- 
sume Hearing; Long 
Trial Foreseen as Scores 
of Witnesses Are Called- 


Following a heated clash of attor-- 
neys over admissibility of testimony of 
Assistant Solicitor John Hudson, state 
witness, that a bullet hole in the ceil- 
ing of the room in which Mrs. Marie 
Wilbanks was wounded mortally, 
could not have been fired .by Mrs. 
Wilbanks, Judge G. H. Howard end- 
ed the first day of the trial of W. C. 
Wilbanks on charges of murder of his 
wife by recessing court at 5:40 
o clock Thursday, 

The trial was begun Thursday 
morning and closely contested points 
of law, mostly relating to introduc- 
tion of testimony, marked the first 
day’s proceedings. The case will be 
resumed at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Hudson's statement was admit- 
ted over the objection of Sam Hew- 
lett and Joe Ewing, defense attorneys. 
Solicitor General Roykin contended 
that Mr. Hudson's statement was nec- 
essary to explain a series of pictures 
which were taken of the room in 
which Mrs. Wilbanks was shot on De- 
cember 27. 

_ Dying ater Admitted. 

Mrs. Wilbanks’ dying statement ~ 
also was admitted over objection of 
defense attorneys. In this statement 
she accused her husband of shooting 
her. 

Judge Howard overruled an objec- 
tion made by the defense and allowed 
Captain A. J. Holcombe, of the city 
plainclothes department, to-recite the 


| statement as given him by Mrs. Wil- 


banks at Grady hospital. 

Sam #fewlett, defense attorney, then 
attempted*to inject the statement of : 
Patrolman Wilbanks taken at the . 
same time, but the objection of Se- 
licitor General John Boykin was sus- 
tained by the court. 

Trend of cross-examination of wit- 
nesses by the defense indicated that 
Patrolman Wilbanks will base his 
ease on attempt ts prove his wife 
killed herself while mentally de- 
ranged. 

Many Clashes. 

The trial Thursday was featured by 
many clashes of attorneys. concern- 
ing the character of both Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilbanks. The prosecution at- 
tempted to show that Wilbanks had 
made home brew, while the defense 
tried to bring out by cross-examina- 
tion that it was done for Mrs. Wil- 
banks and was at the order of doe- 
tors. 

Principal witness for the defense 
following Captain Holcombe was Mrs. 
Kathleen Bradberry, wife of Patrol- 
ma’a Kradberry, who lives at the 
apartment house in which the Wiil-

Instructions have been given en- 
gineers of the state highway depart- 
ment to begin work at once on the 
final survey of the Atlanta-Macon 
highway, preparatory to letting of 
contracts for permanent paving of all 
gaps in the ribbon of concrete between 
the two important Georgia cities, it 
was stated Thursday at highway of- 
fices.

Diplomats. 


One of the Russian papers says 
that T'chitcherin, soviet foreign min- 
ister, will make another journey to 
Khurope for his health’s sake. It may 
be noted from this official bulletin 
in the soviet press that the Russians 
do not consider their country any 
longer as part of Europe. How much 
in contrast with the grotesquely pa- 
thetic attempts of Peter the Great 
to make Russia conform to western 
culture in every detail. But there 
are more causes for M. Tchitcherin’s 
journeys than mere state of health. 
Or else the whole soviet diplomatic 
eorps must be in precarious health. 
Kopp is in Tokio on a_ special mis- 
sion, Karachan has been up and 
down between Pekin and Moscow 
four times in the last few months, 
Kameneff is in Angora, and ‘Techitch- 
erin is everywhere, They are an ex- 
traordinary active lot, the soviet dip- 
lomats. Wherever there is something 
to be picked up in trade, in conces- 
sions or what not, be it only a baga- 
telle, they make a rush for it like 
chickens for their feed. Even in 
ezarist days, the members of the Rus 
sian diplomatic corps were known in 
all the chanecellories as extremely 
shrewd, sharp and _ resolute dealers. 
This seems not to have changed. And 
another remarkable thing is that the 
aims’ of Russian diplomacy have 
changed little, from ezarist days. It 
seems still. panslavism, naticualism, 
Asia and anti-Britain.

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TOO MUCH CARBOHYDRATE (B) 

Daddy was telling us, you may re- 
member, about the bimbo’s eczema, 
which started when they began to 
give the. bimbo two bottle feedings 
daily in addition to his natural nutri- 
ment, spread over the baby’s body 
when they switched to bottle feeding 
entirely, and continued getting a lit- 
tle or no better as they tried one 
proprietary infant food after another 
—some three of these concoctions 
which had mentioned consisting main- 
ly of mixtures of starches or sugars, 
that is, carbohydrate material. And 
when we reached the last line dad 
was just telling us how every one of 
these carbohydrate concoctions agreed 
with the bimbo. : 

At the age of 10 inaliiie this unhap- 
py baby, covered with eczema, weigh- 
ed 21 pounds, dad proudly informed 
us. Now, if were in dad's place 
I'd be proud, allright, that the baby 
was a boy, but I'd say as little as pos- 
sible about his obesity. A boy is some- 
thing to boast about, but obesity is 
no great achievement, 

A normal bimbo 10 months old 
weighs about 18 pounds, and not-un- 
til his first birthday does he tip the 
scales at 20. Of course, this is not 
the standard adopted in baby shows, 
but it is the health standard. People 
who are uninformed or misinformed 
about health generally consider obes- 
ity in a baby a desirable condition. 
The interests exploiting carbohydrate 
concoctions foster this pathological no- 
tion as much as they can. 

Let me repeat that (a) I do not 
know whether this dady’s bimbo has 
eczema or some other skin disease— 
daddy says it is eczema, and he may 
be right; (b) I do not mean to imply 
that an excess of carbohydrate mate- 
rial (starches or sugars) in the baby’s 
diet necessarily produces eczema. Let’s 
just. play it does, in this particular 
instance. 

All the variations of carbohydrate 
daddy “tried”? on the poor lil fellah 
“agreed” with him. 

Carbohydrate is excellent fuel food, 
easy to digest, quickly absorbed, im- 
mediately available for the production 
of muscular energy, or, if there is 
not much demand for such energy, 
readily stored in the blood and liver 
and muscles as glycogen or blood 
sugar, or in the tissues as fat. But 
an infant can’t do any growing on 
carbohydrate material, and_growing is 
the bimbo’s main business. For that 
business he simply must have protein, 
nitrogenous material, building and re- 
pair material. This the carbohydrate 
concoctions do not contain, at least 
not in anv quantity consistent with 
the bimbo’s requirements. So that, 
in proportion with the amount of such 
substitutes used in the preparation of 
the feedings, even though some milk be 
mixed in, the bimbo is flimflammed 
out of the stuff he needs to grow on. 
And this ain't the half of it; we'll 
continue the sterv later—maybe. Just 
now Tony the Hiberniai. Wop begs 
the pleasure of my company on a visit 
to Jeff the guardian and peace officer 
of this precinct.

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CHAPTER XLI. 
Atlanta’s First Daily Paper. 
Next to that ever present impon- 
derable asset called the “Atlanta 
spirit” and the railroads, the city owes 
more of its prestige and prosperity 
to its newspapers, both the “quick and 
the dead,” than to any other single 
agency. <As already recorded the 
“Luminary” was the light-bearer of 
the profession and the procession. It 
has been followed in the course of 
the city’s life by a long trail of jour- 
nalistic enterprises, most of which 
succumbed sooner or later to inanjtion 
or extinction by the hands of the 

sheriff. 

Up to the close of the civil war the 
most persi:tent and popular of the 
Atlanta newspapers was “The Intel- 
ligencer,” which was the first daily 
to challenge the citizens for life and 
sustenance. It began publication in 
1851 under. the ownership of Judge 
Jared Irwin Whitaker, and had for 
its editorial writer Major John H. 
Steele. He was a gentleman of marked 
abilities, wide acquaintance with pub- 
lic men and measures, and wrote in a 
stvle that was chaste and virile. The 

olitics of the paper was intensely 
Yemocratic. Though small in size 
and limited in news service, it became 
popular and influential to a high de- 
gree. It survived against all com- 
petitors until after the close of the 
war when it succumbed to the general 
poverty that afflicted its constituency. 

It is interesting to recall that among 
the transient newspapers that marked 
the war period in Atlanta was one 
called the “Southern Confederacy,” 
which was owend by Colonel George 
W. Adair and J. Henley ‘‘mnith. One 
of its leading writers was the bril- 
liant and unforgettable Henry Wat- 
terson, who in 1868, the year in which 
“The Constitution” was born, founded 
in Louisville, Ky., by a consolidation, 
the “Courier-Journal,” which he made 
the “‘thunderer of the south” and one 
of the powerful political organs of the 
democratic party for half a century. 

The “Commonwealth” was also one 
of those war-time journals, and in its 
service W. G. Whidby established the 
record as an indefatigable news writer 
that caused him to be made the city 
editor of the Constitution when it was 
founded in 1868. 

During the war's continuance a 
number of ‘Lennessee newspapers were 
forced to abandon their habitats and 
refugee behind the southern lines. 
Among these was the “Memphis Ap- 
peal,” whose superb editor - was M. C. 
Calloway. It is recorded of him that 
in his several retreats before the en- 
emy, he lost most of his printing 
equipment here and there, until, when 
he was captured by the federals some- 
where in northern Alabama, his en- 
tire outfit consisted of a few pounds 
of type, a composing stick, a can 
of ink, a column proof press, and a roll 
of wall paper. When released he re- 
turned to Memphis, reequipped his pa- 
per and it has in the mutations of 
vears and mergers become the popular 
and potential “Commercial Appeal” of 
today. 

Another of the fugitive journals to 
whiah Atlanta gave shelter was the 
“Chattanooga Rebel,” a newspaper 
that had also been served by Henry 
Watterson, and had excited in the 
breasts of the federal generals an in- 
tense desire to get hold of its editor 
and hang him. Also came hither for 
shelter and safety the “Knoxville Reg- 
ister, which before the commencement 
of hostilities had been partly owned 
and hotely edited by the father of the 
writer of this story. When it reached 
Atlanta it was welcomed by its old 
east Tennessee friends who had _ be- 
come residents of the city. It was one 


of the most brilliantly conducted pa 
of the war era, being edited 

y Dupree and John C. Whitner, an 

contributed to by Lucius Q. C. Lama 

and Howell Cobb, two of the ables 

statesmen of the south. 

With the “Chattanooga Rebel. 
above mentioned, came Benjamin B 
Crew as one of its owners and pu 
-lishers, and many of our citizens wil 
remember that he remained with u 
as a permanent resident, and with H 
T. Phillips founded the anc 
music firm of Phillips & Crew, a firt 
name that subsists in our busin 
directory to the present hour. 

In the post-war period public a 
fairs and sentiments oscillated in At 
lanta in such vagarious ways tha 
little of permanence could be done it 
a newspaper way. ‘The first, nev 
daily established to compete with th 
“Intelligencer” was the “New Era’ 
under the ownership of Colonel Joh 
S. Prather and H. T. Phillips. I 
was, soon after its establishment, sold 
to Colonel Sam Bard, one of the mos 
popular and pyrotechnic figures tha 
the journalism of Atlanta bas known 
He was a rabid and raucous democra 
at the te Bn of his journalistic 
career, but when he sensed the p 
litical trend that the reeonstructio 
of the state was taking under military 
direction, he swapped horses in the 
middle of the stream and became 
roaring republican. So radical 
change of front might have been dis 
astrous to a less good-hearted anc 
amicable person, but the people wh 
were bitterly opposed to the republi 
can policy counted it only a “Sam 
Bard somersault” and generally treat 
ed him with their former affability 
Hle was one of the conspicuous so 
called “scalawags” of that day whe 
did not suffer from severe ostracism. 

It is interesting to reeall that the 
chief editorial writer on “The Nev 
Era” was Charles W. Hubner. one o 
the most beloved and versatile poet 
of Atlanta and the south. “Unele 
Charlie” is a native of Baltimore, o 
German descent, who served in the 
Confederate army and subsequently lo 
cated in Atlanta and became active 
In many lines of our newspaper ant 
literary life. He has now in his 
ninety-first year reached a happy but 
not unvocal retirement, accompanier 
by the affection of a vast circle of 
friends. Without cumbering my stor 
with any characterization of the va 
rious religious, literary, trade and sé- 
cial publications that from time te 
time have become factors in the loca 
journalism of the city, there are twe 
incidents. that ought to be especially 
mentioned. | 

The most conspicuous of these was 
the establishment of ‘“The Daily Sun’ 
by the instigation of Honorable Alex 
ander H. Stephens, the ex-Vice Presi 
dent of the southern Confederacy 
Associated with him as co-editors were 
A. R. Watson and Cincinnatus Pee 
ples. The former was one of the ablest 
writers of that day, and the Intter 
was a learned lawyer who subsequent 
ly became judge of the Atlanta cir 
cuit, and died in that office. “The 
Daily Sun” was distinggished in the 
journalism of the day by the editorials 
on political subjects written by Mr 
Stephens, signed “A. H. S.,” and th 
frequently extended their’ length te 
three and four columns of a day’s 
issue. “The Sun,” however, did not 
become a fixed luminary. 

The second episode of interest wa 
the establishment in 1870 of “Th 
Deutsche Zeitung” by Otto Palmer 
It was the first German paper to be 
established, but its constituency wa 
limited—too limited, in fact—to sus 


tain it, and it soon disappeared fron 


RIOTOUS LIVING

S. PRICE GILBERT 


Justice S. Price Gilbert, of the 
Georgia supreme court, called for a 
“closed season on the hurry, helter- 
skelter and fast and riotous living of 


today, and for calm thinking and de- 
liberate action” in a talk Thursday 
before the City club at the Died- 
mont hotel on “Georgia’s Paramount 
Needs.”

Of the 17 rookies, picked up 
during the season nine came from the 
south. That leaves jsut eight for 


all the rest of the country; north, 
east and west. 

California has boasted in the past 
of its ability to produce imore athletes 
to the square mile than any other 
section of the country. George Kel- 
ly and Emil Meusel are the only two 
members of the McGraw crew who 
first saw light on the coast. Among 
the newcomers for next season not a 
single one hails from the Golden state 
although Hugh MeMullen, “born in 
Kansas and playing in Wichita, win- 
ters at Los Angeles. From this it 
might seem as if California’s laurels 
are fading. 

There is no question but that most 
of California has an all-year climate 
in which it is possible to conduct out- 
door sports, but the same holds good 
for a large section of the south. They 
play the game down among the pal- 
mettos with greater comfort in Decem- 
ber than they do in July. Then, they 
are getting more and more of them 
down there. They are settling up and 
a fair proportion of the population, it 
seems, has turned to the national 
game. 


It is a “national” game all right. 
Again referring to the Giants’ roster 
it ean be figured out where 21 states 
are represented in the lineup. That 
is not quite half but there are teams 
which can do better than that in some 
seasons but considering that there are 
only 38 players to go around it leaves | 
less than two to a state. 

Seldom is a player honored in his 
own bailiwick but New York state 
actually has the call in the number 
of players, five having been born in 
Empire commonwealth, even though 
New York city draws only one, Frank- 
ie Frisch. It is an oddity that more 
Giants’ players were born in Chicago 
than in any other spot in the coun- 
try, the windy city boasting of three, 
Lindberg and Lindstrom and Walter 
Novak. That exhausts the list for 
Illinois. 

Pennsylvania comes next to New 
York with four players and then, 
besides Illinois with three, comes Kan- 
sas, Maryland, North Carolina, Mas- 
sachusetts, Kentucky, Indiana, Cali- 
fornia and Texas with two each. Those 
with one are South Carolina, Missouri, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, Tennessee, Ohio, Georgia and 
Michigan. 

In sectional distribution the south, 
as already mentioned, leads with 14. 
Next come the eastern states with 11, 
the middle west with 10 and the far 
west with three. 


Michigan and California produced

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LANGSTON TRIAL 


Griffin, Ga., January 14.—()— 
Following the hasty selection of a jury 
here today. the trial of Arthur Alex- 
ander, of College Park, Ga., charged 
with murder in connection with the 
slaying of James C. Langston, rural 
mail carrier, got under way in Spald- 
ing superior court and when the aft- 
ernoon session adjourned the state had 

uted its case. Judge W. FE. H. 
Searcy, Jr., is presiding. 
 Yonight the defense was prepared 
to put its witnesses before the jury, 
and indications were that the case 
would require most of tomorrow and 
perhaps go to the jury late in the 
afternoon. 

The case was transferred to the 
Bpalding county court reeently from 
Fayette county by Judge Searey. <Al- 
though the defense attorneys had been 
denied their motion for a change of 
venue by Judge Searcy, an agree- 
ment was entered into by the -presid- 
ing judge, Solicitor General Owen 
and Attorney Dickinson for 4he defend- 
ant, that the case be transferred to 
Spalding county to avoid the delay 
until the convening of the next. term 
of the Fayette court. 

Langston was slain on October 
1922, in Fayette county by a 
of men in an automobile, the evidence 
alleges. AlexarAler, the last of eight 
men who have been tried for the 
slaying of the government mail car- 
rier. is charged with being the driver 
of the “death car” that conveyed the 
alleged participants in the slaying 
to and from the scene of the killing. 

At the afternoon session Rainey 
Cauthen and Melvin Widham, joint 
defendants, who had formerly con- 
fessed their part in the slaying and 
have been sentenced, were the chief 
witnesses for the state. Eula Waller. 
daughter of one of the defendants, and 
George Samuels also took 
and testified to the alleged 
apiracy’” between all of the 
accused, 

It is wnderstood that John and 
Charlie Waller and Ora Whittle, all 
defendants in connection with the 
slaying, will take the stand for Alex- 
ander tomorrow. 

Seven men have already been con- 
victed and given life sentences for 
the slaying of Langston, who, it is 
claimed, was murdered by men who

The Day in Finance

No Change in Money Situa- 
tion—Industrial and Financial 
News Continue’ Favorable. 
Stock Market Gives Fresh 
Signs of Having Gone Stale 
on Advance. 


New York, January 14.—There was 
no change in the money situation to- 
day and industrial and financial news 
continued favorable. However, the 
stock market while less active gave 
fresh signs of having gone stale on 
the advance. 

It is now perfectly plain that the 
bull stock market has been gradr lly 
disappearing since early in Novembct-. 
Also that the expected January re- 
investing of interest and dividend 
money was done largely in December 
and November. It is possible that the 
bull market may be resumed oa 4 
larger scale than was witnessed at 
the peak last November. Obviously 
some people are expecting this. A 
stock exchange seat changed hands to- 
day for $145,000 against $140,000 the 
last sale. However, if the bull mar- 
ket is resuined later on, it will be a 
new phase of the upward price move- 
ment that has been going on with in- 
terruptions since April of 1924. Un- 
doubtedly we have seen the end of 
the phase of the market which reached 
its climax last November. 

Announcement that Studebaker had 
cut the price of its closed six-cylinder 
cars $100 came as a surprise to Wall 
street. President Erskine explained 
that the cut was intended to stimu- 
late sales in keeping with the plans 
for a new high production record for 
the first quarter of 1926. Erskine 
stated that sales of 135,000 ears for 
1925 set a new high record, 22 per 
eent ahead of 141924 with exports last 
year 18,000 cars, a gain of 63 per 
cent over the previous 12 months.
